The Old National Road. 

When the panic of 1837 swept over 
the country the national road was 
barely halfway through Illinois. No 
\Vork was done on it after 1841. Two 
'years before, however, a line of stages 
and post routes bad been started from 
Cumberland, in Maryland, to Terre 
Haute, in Indiana, from which latter 
place there was a triweekly service for 
passengers and mail to Springfield, Ill. 
This marked the first" overland travel 
from east to west. Passengers and 
mail bags were jolted along in cum¬ 
bersome coaches, each with four 
strong horses. On account of the Jjjgh 
rates travel was confined mamly to 
merchants and lawyers. The passen¬ 
ger, with an allowance of fifty pounds 
of baggage, paid at the rate of 10 
cents a liiTh*.

THE SADDEST TRAGEDY IN 

ONTARIO'S CRIMINAL ANNALS 


A tragedy, so sad in evey phase that 
one’s heart bleeds to contemplate it follow¬ 
ed upon the disappearance of the little 
infant son of Mr. and Mrs. NVm. Murray 
ftom the lane beside Eaton’s store Toronto, 
on Friday afternoon. Here are the outlines 
in brief .—Mrs. Murruy went into tho store 
leaving her little nino-inonths old boy in a 
go-cart in the lane where dozens of children 
may sometimes be seen. The child attract¬ 
ed the attention of Josephine Carr a pretty 
little girl of the street orab type, thirteen 
years old, who had apparently contracted 
the habit (of stealing empty children's 
carriages. Tho thieving instinct over¬ 
came her, and she stole tho carriage baby 
and all. Getting near homo she became 
afraid of the consequences of her act, and 
with a callousness which suggests insanity 
rolled the baby down a steep railway 
embankment and killed it. Then she says 
she hid the body of tho poor little tot in a 
culvert, first stripping it of its.clothes so 
that it might not bo recognized. 

There was a Eugene Aram-like con¬ 
science in the girl, however, and on .Satur¬ 
day morning she went back with her sister I 
to the culvert to see the fearful work of her 
hands, . She took the little naked body out 
laid it on the embankment and wont of! to 
tell the police that she had found a dead 
child. 

Most ingenious were the lies she told to 
Bhield herself. She invented a dark woman 
and even clothed her to the smallest details 
She made up a conversation with this 
woman, and said she saw the unknown 
wheeling a baby in a go-cart near the 
place wiiere the baby was found. Not by 
tho poverty but by the too great fertility of 
her imagination was the girl at last sus¬ 
pected and induced to confess. The case 
is q«|Rc unexampled in the criminal annals 
of the Province. Nominally the crime is 
murder, but we do not hang little ar&bs of 
thirteen. She will no doubt be Hafoly held 
oither until the apparent sUeak of insanity 
develops or until she recalls the death of 
the Murray child os a fearful dream from 
which she has awakened.

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ETOEIES OF THE VICTOEIA 
CBOSS. 

First One Wee Conferred Upon e 
Sailor Who Became a 
Baar Admiral. 

M Por Valour" are the words in¬ 
scribed under the royal crown and 
the lion which occupy the centre of 
the bronze maltese cross forming the 
ooble decoration instituted bv the 
•late queen in 1856. A reader .of his¬ 
tory realizes keenly that this valor 
means not only reckless courage, but 
often a heroic dovotion to others 
that stirs all his pride in humanity, 
r or, over and over again, these 
simple records present a man who 
on a field of disaster turns back 
from safety/ to rescue in the face of 
fearful odds, a wounded comrade. 
Caste does not count in these deeds; 
officer or private, ep*h risks life for 
the other with equal, obliviousness of 
Self. 

^-harles Davis Lucas, mate, on 
board her majesty's steamship Hec- 
la? in the Crimean war period, re- 
teivod the first Victoria cross. Jt 
during the bombardment of Bom- 
arsund that a live shell was thrown 
by the enemy on to the deck. Mate 
I.ucus picked it up and threw it 
overboard as coolly as if it were a 
football—showing a spirit which af- 
terwaid carried him through the ser¬ 
vice to the rank of rear admiral. 

A similar deed is recorded of Cap- 
lain. William Peel, who lifted a shell 
with its burning fuse from’ among 
several powder cases outside the 
magazine at Sebastopol and threw it 
over the parapet, saving the maga¬ 
zine itself and the lives of many 
men. The shell, it is said, burst as 
It left his hands. 

The Crimea furnished a long list of 
Victoria cross men—English, Scotch, 
Irish—who more than met the neces¬ 
sary qualification of '‘conspicuous 
bravery or rlevotlon to the country 
in the presence of ih. enemy." 

SA V ES HUSS1 A NS 

A fine thing is remembered of Lieu¬ 
tenant faftorward Major General) 
Tvesdule, who, after gallantly lead¬ 
ing the final charge at Kars, “at a 
terrible risk to himself. Hung him¬ 
self among several infuriated Turkish 
soldiers und prevented them from 
killing wounded Russians lying out¬ 
side tile works." Mr. Wilkins notes 
that th’is act of courage uu<l human¬ 
ity was witnessed and gratefully ac¬ 
knowledged by General MouraviclY, 
the Ru&sian commander. 

The Indian mutiny added largely 
to the i)umber of wearers of the de¬ 
coration. One of them, Willimu 
McBeun of the 93rd H.ghlanders;, was 
th»* man who, unsupported, attacked 
and killed 'eleven of the enfjeny in the 
main breach of the Begum Bagh at 
Lucknow, thereby winning the Vic¬ 
toria cross.

HIS WORK. 


DOES 


Dir action of the Heteorogical Ob¬ 
servatory Tell* How It la 
Done. 

In a paper recently read before the 
Canadian Institute, Director R. F. 
Stupart, of the Meteorological Obser¬ 
vatory, Toronto, gave an interesting 
account of the work of the weather ( 
forecaster. He said:— 

The Meteorological Office familiarly j 
known as the Observatory, in Toron- | 
to, is under the Dominion Depart¬ 
ment of Marine and Fisheries, and 
is the central office for the whole 
of Canada. Records from every sta¬ 
tion in Canada are forwarded to this 
office; forecasts for every portion of 
the country, exclusive of British Col- , 
umbia, are issued therefrom, and all 1 
observers are under the control of 
the director at Toronto, who is in 
turn directly responsible to the Hon, 
the Minister of Marine and his depu- J 
ty at Ottawa. 

HUNDREDS OF STATIONS. 

There are 360 stations where , 
meteorological observations are 
taken. In the majority of instances 
the observing is performed gratuit¬ 
ously by persons who take an inter- 1 
eat in such work, and who have been 1 
supplied Mtith the necessary Instru¬ 
ments by the Government; but at 
some outlying stations, where volun¬ 
tary observations cannot be obtain¬ 
ed, small gratuities are allowed. 

MAKING A FORECAST. « 

At 9.45 the weather map is usually 
ready for the forecast official to ’•‘is¬ 
sue bulletins. As an example of his 
method, we will suppose that there! 
is an area of low pressure over the 
State of Nebraska at 8 a.m. on aj 
certain day; the previous morning—| 
twenty-four hours earlier—it was 
over Utah, and has since increased j 
in energy. Now it is obvious that] 
if this area continues to move in! 
the sume course and with the same | 
velocity, it will pass across thej 
great lakes; but the forecast official 
assumes no such thing—its previous 
course and rate of travel are simply | 
two important factors to be con¬ 
sidered in his diagnosis of the case; 
he does not assume either that it* 
will continue in the same course, or, 
that it will continue-to increase ih 
enorgy. The relative position of, 
other low areas and their probable 
effect on that ovef Nebraska must 
be duly considered^ also the position , 
of high areas and their probable ef¬ 
fect on the various low areas, also 
the temperature prevailing over dif¬ 
ferent portions of the continent must 
not be neglected, und due allowance 
must be made for its influence in 
producing rainy or dry conditions 
as the case may be. * 

WEIGHS THE EVIDENCE. 

The official at Toronto endeavors 
to give the proper weight to each 
of the apparent facts, and then he 
judges as to what various move¬ 
ments and changes there will bo dur¬ 
ing the coining thirty-six or forty- 
eight hours. Certainty is not possi¬ 
ble in weather forecasts based on 
Imperfect information, ami in which | 
the introduction of a single unknown j 
k ctor in regions beyond observa- j 
e g., the upper or middle nt- 
moSpherc, may completely alter the 
course of events. 

Meteorologists all feel that the 
science of meteorology has not made 
an altogether satisfactory progress*' - 
during the past twenty years, bat 
observations have increased and muV 
tiplied, and good data now exlsA.

of these facts and figures is pur¬ 
sued with a very cheerful hope that 
in the not distant future we may be 
able to connect the observed varia¬ 
tions with solar phenomena. In a 
paper read before the Royal Astro¬ 
nomical Society of Canada four years 
ago it was shown that there are 
strong evidence of the rainfall of 
southern Ontark) varying with the 
increase and decrease of sun spots 
that the rainfall for two or thtee 
years immediately succeeding sun¬ 
spot minimum is excessive, and that 
relatively dry seasons then follow. 
The rainfall of the pust throe years 
has tended to corroborate this sug¬ 
gestion. 

METEOROLOG IC AI> PRO BLEMS. 

In Europe for the past few years 
mucj^ has been done in exploring the 
upper atmosphere by qieans of in¬ 
struments carried to high altitudes 
by kites and balloons, and from 
these observations some valuable 
knowledge of the upper currents and 
temperatures has been obtained. 
Then again there is ground for hope 
that the solar physicist may render 
assistance in solving meteorological 
problems, but my hope in this is 
somewhat tempered ,by a belief that 
changes of solar radiation probably 
affect the earth's surface and at¬ 
mosphere almost instantaneously, 
ami that while it may ere long be 
possible to show with almost abso¬ 
lute certainty that chunges in terres¬ 
trial weather follow solar changes. ; 
it is less probable that the solar 
physicist will be able to forecast 
changes in the output of energy' 
from the sun with sufficient accuracy 
to assist the meteorological fore¬ 
casts very materially.

Before, the public gener¬ 
ally know anything about the mat¬ 
ter those responsible for tho issue 
are anxiously engaged dn arranging 
the price at which tho loan i9 to be 
j offered. This is a matter of serious 
i importance, for if the issue price is 
too low the borrowing country pays 
too much for its money, whereas if 
it i9 too high the loan may be u 
failure, and the country's credit con¬ 
sequently injured. 

HOW UNDERWRITERS WORK. 

In the case of the recent Japanese 
loan the price was fixed at 90, which 
, means thut for every t£-100 for which 
Japan became liable, the investors 
j subscribing for the bonds only paid 
j £90. In other words, while Japan 
i becomes liable for a debt of £30,- 
000,000, she will only, under the 
| terms of issue, receive £27,000,000. 

| As a matter of fact, she will not re- 
i ceivo so much as £27,000,000, since 
j a considerable amount lias to be 
paid in commissions to tile financial 
houses concerned in helping to float 
I the loan; and “underwriting" in¬ 
volves considerable expense on these 
occasions. 

I Underwriting is a form of insurance

summer so that a fine dry earth 
muloh may be maintained and the 
weeds held in check. Runners root 
much more quickly In loose soil than 
in that which is uncultivated. Any 
blossoms which may appear should 
be pinched out before the fruit sets. 
Fruiting the first season weakens the 
plant and reduces the crop for the 
succeeding year. The. first runners 
should be permitted to grow as the 
earlier the runners root, the stronger 
the plants will be. An average of 
eight or ten plants from each on set 
should give a row sufficiently thick 
for a good yield of fruit. Late form¬ 
ed runners should be cut of because 
they form plants too weak to be of 
any value, and they also draw nour¬ 
ishment from the plants already form¬ 
ed. 

Mulching is of first importance in 
strawberry culture. As soon as the 
ground becomes frozen fairly hard 
the fall the plants should be 
covered with a mulch of strawy 
manure or marsh hay. This will 
protect the ground from the alternate 
* freezing and thawing which heayts 
I the plants out of the soil, breaking 
their roots and causing reduced yields 
Then about tbe middle of April, 
preferably on a cloudy day, the mulch 
i should be raked off the rows into tbe 
| paths between. As the fruiting 
season approaches, more mulch should 
be put between the rows, to assist in 
holding the moisture and to keep the 
sand off the berries and the pickers. 

I It is seldom advisable to harvest 
I more than one from a plantation, but 
I if one desires to take a crop the second 
year, the old rows should be narrowed 
down to six inches, the weeds and 
many of the old plants taken out, and 
just enough old plants left to start a 
; new stand. Keep the ground well 
! cultivated to encourage the formation 
of new runners, the plants whioh will 
| bear the next season's crop. Then 
inulch again in the fall the same as 
I the previous year.

SHAKESPEARE'S MEMORY. 


Festival Began In Enguand, April 23, 
the Poet's Birthday—An Adequate 
Memorial Wanted. 

The crowd of admirers of Shake¬ 
speare in England is a large one, and 
perhaps that is one reason why there 
is a division in the councils over the 
best way to erect a lasting and a fit¬ 
ting mopument io his memory. 
“Shakespeare week” is a festival sea¬ 
son recently established in London, 
and it Is none too long in which to 
hold the world’s attention upon the 
man whose influence upon the world s 
thoughts is second to none. The fes¬ 
tival begins April I'm the birthday of 
the poet, and one ol the committees 
having at heart, “an adequate Shake¬ 
speare memorial” has moved this year 
for some sort of commemoration do¬ 
ings throughout that week the world 
over to stimulate the flow of funds 
necessary for the work. 

Shakespeare's memory Is saf« to¬ 
day, and there are millions of people 
who at first blush would say that he 
has created for himself in his works 
the only monument necessary to kedp 
it green to the end of time.

VENTURESOME SEAMAN/"* 

Travel From England to South Africa 
In a Nine-Ton Boat. 

Tbo two venturesome seamen, 
Messrs. Nupper and Langford, who left 
Brighton last August In u nine-ton 
ketch to seek fortune in the South 
Australian pearl fishery, have found 
so far plenty of adventures, if very 
few pearls, 

A letter has recently been received 
in London from ('apt. Nappcr, who 
says that on their arrival at Capo 
Town, where they were met with an 
enthusiastic reception, they were ap¬ 
proached with a view to working some 
pearling beds In South Africa. The 
offer was accepted, and they were then 
on their way. The voyage from Brigh¬ 
ton was accomplished in 105 sailing 
days, a notable performance, consid¬ 
ering that the rudder was lost during 
a storm, and that the two men had 
to rely upon the sails for steering. 

“Soon after leaving St. Vincent,'" 
writes ('apt. Nappcr, “we discovered a 
stowaway concealed under some old 
sails in the after cockpit; a little wool¬ 
ly-headed Antonio, a native of tin* Is- 
lands, who could not speak English, 
liut gave us to understand he wished 
to Join us. Ho we made him cook and 
st* ward. 

"On October ”7, five miles south "f 
the Island of Brava, we saw a largo 
whale In deadly combat with a sword¬ 
fish and two sharks. In Its agony It 
c-iiie straight for our little ship, but 
when about fifty yards off It expired. 

“The saddest c-Veiit of Ojo whole voy¬ 
age happened shortly after this. ’Nel¬ 
son," the dog, my faithful old com¬ 
rade, rushed from one end of the vos- 
si l to the other, barking loudly,, foam 
flying from his ityouih (not for the 
want of food or drink, for I always 
saw ho hud plenty of both). My mate 
gift his gun out to shoot, for I had 
m»t the* heart to kill iny old friend, 
but we were fioth saved the pain of 
so doing, for rushing to the stern of 
the vessel, the dog deliberately Jump' d 
overboard and swam away. I at once 
brought the boat up to the wind— 
there was heavy sea running—think¬ 
ing the immersion would perhaps 
bring him to his senses again, but he 
onii^>wam away from the ship, and 
darkness coining on we lost sight of 
him forever." 

Describing a terrific storm during 
the night of December 8 in the South 
Atlantic (’apt. Mapper says: “The lit¬ 
tle Brighton, her mast lowered back 
and oilbagH out, rides to her sea-an¬ 
chor. mounting the high billows like a 
bird, and never shipping a drop of 
water, but our feelings can be better 
imagined than described, for the mo¬ 
tion of our little ship could only be 
coypared with a motor car looping 
the loop, and every bone in my body 
seemed to work with the motion of the 
boat. During the storm we lost the 
rudder. 

"On December 19 a large whale fol¬ 
lowed our little ship for two hours, 
evidently taking ua tor a younger

Russian Fleet by Sea, Japanese 
Army by Land. 


HIS NERVES SHATTERED. 

A despatch from London says:—Ad¬ 
miral BiriiefI has been appointed to 
the supreme command of the Russian 
Pacific squadron as soon as it reach¬ 
es Vladivostock. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent 
of tne Times says that the date of 
his departure for Vladivostock is 
kept secret, lest ‘it indicate Admiral 
Rojestvensky's movements, but it is 
understood that he will be allowed 
ample leisure to prepare for the 
journey. This implies a further so¬ 
journ of Admiral Rojestvensky's fleet 
ly southern waters. 

The 55t. Petersburg correspondent 
of the Times claims to have high; 
authority confirming the report that; 
Admiral BirilelY will succeed Admir¬ 
al Rojcstvcnsky in command of the 
Russian fleet when it reaches Vladi¬ 
vostock. A high official of the staff 
informed the correspondent that /Pd- 
miral Rojestvensky was not compell¬ 
ed by sickness to abandon his com¬ 
mand, but that his nerves huvo 
been shattered by the terrible strain 
he has undergone since he left St. 
Petersburg, and his breakdown is 
probable. Nevertheless, tho staff is 
confident of his physical ability to 
retain command long enough to en¬ 
gage the Japanese, and it hopes that 
he will be able to take the fleet to 
Vladivostock. When that is accom¬ 
plished his ar duous and glorious mis¬ 
sion will be more than fulfilled. 

RUSSIANS BEATEN BACK. 

A despatch from Tokio says:—An 
official report Issued by the War 
Department shows that the Russian: 
reconnaissances on the morning of 
Thursday included simultaneous at¬ 
tacks upon all three of the .Japanese 
columns advancing from Fakumen, 
Chungtufu, und Kuiyuan. 9 

The most determined attack was 
made at Nunchingtsu, ten miles 
north of Kuiyuan. All the attacks 
were repulsed. 

Tho Russian losses were heaviest 
north of Fakumen, where the Jap¬ 
anese shell fire severely punished a 
force which attacked a field hospital. 
Tho Japanese casualties were scat¬ 
tering and slight. 

MONEY FLOWS LIKE .WATER. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg 
says:—A correspondent of the Russ 
in Manchuria says:—"I have just 
spent a week in Harbin, where dissi¬ 
pation is in full swing. The circus, 
theatres, and music hulls, especially 
the last, are crowded. The purvey¬ 
ors of the pleasure are making for¬ 
tunes as rapidly us lucky gamblers 
at Monaco. Money flows like water.” 

WHY PORT ARTHUR FELL. 

The St. ’Petersburg correspondent 
of 'the London Daily Mail says that 
the commission enquiring into the 
surrender of Port Arthur has ascer¬ 
tained that $10,000,000 voted be¬ 
fore the war for the fortification of j 
that place was not used for that ] 
purpose. Tho responsibility is said 
to rest on Admiral AlexictY, formerly I 
Viceroy of the Far East. 

TO PHOTOGRAPH JAP ARMIES. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg! 


says:—A recently invented apparatus] 
for photographing panoramas of widej 
stretches of country by means of a' 
camera suspended from a k{to has' 
been acquired by the War Office, and 
experiments and trials have been con-! 
ducted in St. Petersburg for several j 
weeks with such success that the 
general staff expects Important re¬ 
sults from its now pnnoramograph 
squad in establishing Japanese posi¬ 
tions and movements. The appara¬ 
tus is said to be capable of photo¬ 
graphing an area of 30 square miles. 

HAVE RAISED THE PALL AD A. 

| A ^despatch from Shanghai says:— 
j it is stated that the Japanese have 
raised tho cruiser Pallada, one of 
tho Russian vessels that was sunk at 
Port Arthur. 

EXCHANGE OF PRISONERS. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg 
sa y fi :__Russia having accepted Ja¬ 
pan’s recent oflor to exchange pris¬ 
oners, Copt. Balkofr, of the navy, is 
going to Japan to arrange for an 
exchunge. 

ADVANCE ON VLADIVOSTOCK. 

A despatch to the London Tele¬ 
graph from Tokio says that the 
Russians are active in Northern 
Corea. Their advance guard is at 
Kilju. Torpedo boats from Vladivo¬ 
stock arc occasionally seen off the 
coast. The Russian troops at Pos- 
siet Bay have been reinforced, owing 
to tho adv&nco of tho Japanese 
army. 

The Telegraph emphasizes the 
abovo despatch as further proof of a 
■Japanese advance on Vladivostock. 
Jt assumes that the army is that of 
(Gen. Hasegawa, which was reported 
to have landed at Gensan some 
weeks ago. 

JAPS SEIZE TWO STEAMERS. 

A despatch from Tokio says:—Tho 
British steamer Includen was seized 
by a Japaneso warship on Monday 
south of Corea. Tho French steamer 
Quang Nam was captured by a war¬ 
ship of Japan on the same day near 
tho Pescadoro Islands, Straits of 
Formosa. The cargoes or destina¬ 
tions of the two vessels are not an¬ 
nounced. 

BLAGUE AT HARBIN. 

A despatch to tho London Tele¬ 
graph from Tokio says there is reli¬ 
able information that a severe epi¬ 
demic of plague is raging at Harbin. 
The deaths average 300 daily. The 
hospitals aro filled with victims, and 
the medical staffs aro inadequate to 
deal with the situation. 

COSSACKS FOR THE FRONT. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg 
says:—A further mobilization of cav¬ 
alry in one or two districts was or¬ 
dered on Thursday, but no large 
draft is required, as reinforcements 
for the cavalry arm are at hand in 
the recently-embodied Cossacks, 
whose departure for Manchuria was i 
1 postponed 1 in anticipation of £Iay 
Day troubles, tho most of whom can 
now resume ,the trip eastward.

At 
times, when questioned closely, she 
takes refuge in solidity. After tell¬ 
ing her story on Saturday morning 
Josephine sat in the sun at a win¬ 
dow of the matron’s room at police 
headquarters, and calmly read a 
novel, as unconcerned as if she were 
at homo. 

Many conjectures were made on 
Sunday as to what could be done to 
a child of so tender years, as a pun¬ 
ishment. The Criminal Code sets 
forth that when a child between the 
ages of 7 ami 1-1 years is tried for a 
criminal offence the Crown must 
prove that when the deed was com¬ 
mitted she realized fully tho nature 
of her crime.

QUEBEC SCHOOL LANDS.

A St. Petersburg despatch says:-^ 
There is little room for skepticism 
as to the genuineness of the broad 
policy of Imperial reform aftor the 
remarkable steps sanctionod by Em¬ 
peror Nicholas in the Imperial re¬ 
script issued on Tuesduy modifying 
tho restrictive decrees in nine of the 
western governments of Russia end 
giving the Poles greater freedom for 
acquiring farming lands and pur¬ 
chasing landed properties and in¬ 
dustrial premises and giving per¬ 
mission to introduce tho Polish uni 
Lithuanian languages in the prim¬ 
ary'..and secondary schools where the 
majority of the inhabitants are non- 
Russian. Almost at one sweep the 
whole burden of the vexatious re¬ 
strictive laws in Poland and tho 
Baltic Provinces Tibs been removed, 
and the privileges for which the na- j 
tives have been fighting for years 
are restored, the assemblies of the 
Polish nobles are re-established, and 
all the harsh administrative meas¬ 
ures introduced at the time of tho 
policy of reaction and Russification 
are abolished, unless later for pur¬ 
poses of State after the recommen¬ 
dation of the Council of State they 
receive Imperial saction. As a na¬ 
tural sequence of freedom of religion 
tho oppressive prohibition of tho 
purchase of land by Catholic peas¬ 
ants is abolished.

WHAT OUR LEGISLATORS ARE 
DOING AT TORONTO. 

HOUSER OF REFUGE. 

Mr. Hanna ’introduced a bill re¬ 
specting Municipal Houses of Refuge 
extending the time during which tho 
Government will pay a proportion o i 
the cost of such buildings. 

GRANTS OF LANDS. 

Mr. Foy introduced a bill to amend 
the Act providing for grants of cer¬ 
tain lands to volunteers who served 
in South Africa and on tho frontier 
in 1866. Tho amendment extends the 
time for making surveys. It also 
provides that the giving of a power 
of attorney for disposing of veterans' 
lands is equivalent jto a transfer. In 
the past speculators have evadod 
taxes and settlement duties by ob; 
taining a power of attorney instead 
of having lands transferred to them. 
Tho amendment further restores to 
certain veterans the rights to la mis 
located by them, but taken by a 
Detroit company under a concession 
from tho former Government. 

TAX ON CIRCUSES. 

On motion of Mr. Mutheson, the 
House in committeo passed the fol¬ 
lowing resolution:— 

“That section 2 of the Act respect¬ 
ing circuses and travelling shows bo 
amended by striking out the words 
“20 cars or over," in the tenth lino 
and Inserting in lieu thereof tho 
words “over 20 cars," and by strik¬ 
ing out the words “under 20 cars" 
in tho 11th lino of the section and 
inserting in lieu thereof the words 
“20 cars or less." This fixes the 
tax on circuses of 20 cars or over 
at $50. 

LIQUOR LICENSE ACT. 

Mr Hanna also had the following 
resolution passed:— 

“That section 44 of the Liquor 
License Act be amended be adding at 
tho end of sub-soctlon 1 the follow¬ 
ing:—For ^qyery trunsfer or removal 
of a licensei^Joe amounting to one- 
half the fee po^||do.to the province 
under the Act. shall be paid. 

“That in till cases in which prose¬ 
cutions under the Liquor License Act 
are brought bv an inspector or other 
officer appointed by tho Crown under 
t.iic Act, the fine imposed shall, when 
collected, belong to the province.’*

Mr. Mutheson explained that his 
bill to amend the Act respecting tho 
Tomisknming and Northern. Ontario 
Railwuy had several objects. It pro¬ 
vided for the payment of $1,000 ad¬ 
ditional to one of the commissioners 
for professional services. It ga\o 
tho necessary authority for extend¬ 
ing the line to connect with tho 
Cirand Trunk Pacific, and for the 
construction of short brunches not 
exceeding a certain number of miles 
to lie fixed later. It gave the com¬ 
missioners power to generate ami 
sell electricity. The bill provided for 
the making of surveys, including one 
to James Bay. It gave authority 
for the keeping of the accounts of 
the commission in 1 lie oilice of the 
Provincial Treasurer. 'The present 
system of keeping the accounts was 
unsatisfactory. The bill also pro¬ 
vided tor the luisiug of nddional 
money, if needed, fur the construc¬ 
tion of the road 

TORONTO UNIVERSITY. 

The Government will immediately 
place at the disposal of the trustees 
of the University of Toronto the sum 
of 8-105,000 to be expended on neces¬ 
sary buildings, including a new Gen¬ 
eral Hospital. This amount, s 
Premier Whitney explained when in¬ 
troducing his promised lull respect¬ 
ing tho university, will be secured by 
the issue of annuities paxuble an¬ 
nually lor the ensuing thirty years 
for 880,000 per annum.

THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

PUBLIC WORKS' PORTFOLIO. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said he was 
not in a position yet to make any 
announcement about filling the va¬ 
cant portfolio of Public Works. He 
would do so, however, at an early 
day. 

REPRESENTATION ACT. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick introduced a bill 
to umend the North-West Territories 
Representation Act. He explained 
that the bill was along the lines of 
the bill introduced v by Mr. Casgrain 
last year. It also contained a clause 
to cover the difficulty suggested by 
Mr. Lake with respect to the resi¬ 
dence of voters in tho polling sub¬ 
divisions in which they are supposed 
to vote. 

VETERANS’ CLAIMS. 

In reply to Mr. Foster, Sir Wilfrid 
said that claims of the Quebec vet¬ 
erans of 1806 and 1870 to fond 
grants were against the Dominion 
not against the provinces. The mat¬ 
ter was being considered by the Gov¬ 
ernment. but they had not much 
timo lately to give to it. Ho could 
only promise an answer would bo 
given during tho present session. 

SELECTION OF SEEDS. 

Informations on the value of care¬ 
ful selection of seeds was given to 
tho Committee on Agriculture by 
Mr. ’1’. H. Clark, seed commissioner 
of the Department of Agriculture. He 
advocated the selection of seed by 
tho farmers, and said that sixty or 
seventy farmers in Ontario had gone 
into it as a business. He believed 
better coin could be secured in the 
higher latitudes by using the best 
corn froflk more southern counties. 

Ontario supplies nearly all the 
clover seed grown in Canada, and 
its product is not excelled anywhere 
in tho world. Half the products are 
I exports, and tho Toronto market 
; usually controls the world s prices 
for alsike seed. Simcoc and Urey 
, Counties are Ri’obably the largest 
growers of red clover, and Victoria 
and Peterboro' the best for alsike. 
j The demand for pure seeds in Ger¬ 
many and Austria, for example, hud 
[resulted in improving the purity of 
I the Canadain seeds, but much more I 
is expected from the operation of 
the new seed bill soon to go into 
eiTect in Canada. 

RAILWAY GRADE. 

Tho leader 1,10 Opposition asked 
if it was true, as reported in the 
press, that the surveyors of tho I 
Grand Trunk Pacific had found a line 
from Moncton to Winnipeg vith a 
maximum grade of four-tenths of one 
per cent. He asked where the infor¬ 
mation had come from, and why the 
Government had not given it to the 
House. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said it was 
hard to tell where the press got all 
its information. He had never been 
able to discover, lie had read no 
report from the construction com¬ 
mission. However, he understood j 
that, tho surveyors’ preliminary re¬ 
ports showed thit a very favorable 
line had been located. He promised 
to give the House the report as soon 
as it was received.

THE ORCHARD. 

Plant young, medium-sized true*. 

Remember! no grain crop* m the 
orchard. 

The place for grain or grass crops 
is not in the orchard. 

Keep an eye on tho new grafts. 
Do not let lice hurt them, nor shoots 
from the stock smother them. 

Tho so-called dust spray for fruit 
trees is of no account—worthless. 

If trees happen to come from the 
nursery frozen or dried in transit, 
bury them for awhile in tty* ground 
to thaw out and moisten. 

A tree out of place is a nuisanco; 
in its place it is a blessing. 

Tin better to prune trees, etc., now 
than not at all. Many farmers are 
too busy in Juno to do the pruning 
then. 

Be sure to set trees far enough 
apart. Apples, not less than thirty- 
live feet; pears, twenty-five feet; and 
plums, twenty feet. 

Some varieties of fruit trees are 
self fertile, some are not. So ’tis 
unwise to plant big blocks of one 
variety. Mix tho planting, and .make 
no mistake. 

A 4 spray of strong tobacco-tea is 
u good remedy for the black lice 
which often injure the tips of fruit 
•.'/cob at this season. But you must 
t»iKe them when hatching out and be¬ 
fore they are hid by the curl of the 
leaves. 

Tho fruit grower that hasn’t timo 
to read is attending a slow and 
doubted school. 

Cultivate the ground around newly 
planted fruit trees at regular inter¬ 
vals, say once In every two weeks. 
The only usual exception to this’ is 
In the case of bearing cherry, or. 
perhaps, pear trees. These, when 
full-grown, sometimes do fairly well 
in sod, after n few years .of prelim¬ 
inary cultivation. 

Muzzle the horses when plowing or 
cultivating around trees. Yes. and 
don’t forget to pad the outer end 
of each whifllctreo. But if a tree is 
accidentally "barked,” bandage the 
wound with cow manure and burlap. 

'Tis u fact that tight wrappings of 
building or tar paper around tho 
trunks of poach and apple trees, will 
discourage the moth which lays tho 
borer eggs. Apply the paper now, 
and have it extended three inches be¬ 
low the ground and a foot or so 
above it. 

The net of bearing fruit is sure to 
s-tunt tho growth of very young 
trots. It pays to pick of! the blos¬ 
soms from all fruit trees less thun 
live years old. Two neighbors tried 
this in two similar cherry orchards. 
One man had the children pick off 
all blossoms each year; the other 
nwin didn't. At the end of live years 
the first man's trees were nearly 
twice as large as the second man’s, 
lAge of trees, care and soil, were tho 
.same otherwise.) 

The following directions for plant¬ 
ing fruit and shade trees: Quickly 

unpack stock upon arrival; shake out* 
packing material, dip the roots iu 
liquid mud. In case stock can not 
be immediately set out, prepare a 
place where it can be temporarily 
planted, tuking care to cover roots 
thoroughly, working the soil io 
among the fibres. Prune stock. Dig 
gcijerous holes, provide good soil to 
fill them; don’t bend roots; cleanly 
cut oil severely bruised or broken 
roots, and never let them dry. Dip 
them in mud. place in hole, throw 
good soil in hole, tightly ramming it 
around roots after each shovelful. 
Leave no air-pockets. After hole is 
filled, cover top of ground tightly 
with good, well-rotted stable manure, 
as far as roots extend. Then water. 




A Baltimore despatch says: Dr. 
William Royal Stokes and Dr. John 
S. Fulton of the State Hoard of 
Health hnvc, after nearly four years 
of investigation, discovered what 
they bolieve to be a curative serum 
for typhoia fever. 

Dr. Stokes and Dr. Fulton have 
tested the serum they have made in 
23 human cases of typhoid. There 
were two deaths, and among 21 cases 
ending in n^overy there were 15 in 
which they considered that the fav- 
oruble result was due to the influence 
of the serum. 

The two deaths were due to com¬ 
plications apurt from the original 
disease. In both of these cases the 
injection of the serum caused an ap¬ 
preciable drop in the temperature. 
Six cases out of the 23 showed no 
response at all to the serum. 

The conclusion reached is that by 
the use of this serum the febrile 
period may lie shortened, and the 
daily variation may be favorably 
modified.

SUCCESSION DUTIES ACT. 

A bill to amend the Succession Du¬ 
ties Act *vus introduced by Hon. Mr. 

It. grades the tax und 
provides for a slightly increased tax 
where large amounts are bequeathed 
to singly individuals. One uause is 
repealed, it bei^^the one providing 
that, to d«.termine^^t»t4ur net value 
of estates over 8100.000 should bo 
taken, without deducting the debts. 
Under the old law, if a testator had 
$ 120,000 gross value, with dents 
of $ 100,000.\ the net $20,000 was 
taxable, oven if bequeathed to chil¬ 
dren, while if the gross was S90.000 
with no debts, it was not taxable if 
left to wife and children.

Between hay and grass is a trying 
time for the sheep. Appetites crave 
grass and there isn’t much of it. 
Piece out with the choicest feed you 
have. 

Wet pastures are bad for sheep and 
lambs. The highest, driest part of 
the farm should be devoted to sheep. 
Lambs never do so well when the 
weather is excessively wet. We can¬ 
not control the weather, but we- of¬ 
ten may the pastures. 

It is little less than cruelty to 
animals to take lambs from sheep 
and not strip the ewes out for a day 
or two afterward. Don’t noglect to 
di* it, if you have any regard for the 
well-being of your flock. 

For foot rot of sheep one of the 
simplest and most effective is the 
following; Ono-half pound blue-stone, 
one-half pound of common salt, one 
quart water. Boil in an old sauce¬ 
pan for ten minutes, the blue-stone 
will then be all dissolved. The above 
can be used as a lotion dressing, or 
made Jn larger proportion, can bo 
placed in troughs to run sheep 
through ufter being pared. The blue- 
stone attacks the. fungus growth 
while the salt cleanses and hardens 
the foot. In dressing for foot rot, 
j c a re should be .taken to remove all 
j loss hoof anti decayed parts with- 
1 out injuring the foot, cutting too 
j veins, etc., and preserving a»" much 
i as possible its natural shape. In 
I dealing with verv hard hoofs Q hot 
jren will ho found very useful for 
burning the hoof, thus rendering it 
soft ami easily pared away.

month. 

The words of this comrcrrissioner 
make us pause. After reading the 
accounts of the cyclbno in Oklahoma, 
we must all deoply regret that tor¬ 
nadoes are not under the personal 
control of this coinim-istsacner. It 
SL"ems unfortunate that they wander 
so aimlessly through a good farming 
community when they might work so 
effectively under the stern guidance 
of a rdi.gh and grizzled police com- 
miseioficr. Police literature, how¬ 
ever, encourages the thought that 
society has much to hope for from 
some future juxtaposition of a cy¬ 
clone and the race track.

This brutal¬ 
izes him. The gambler gets without 
giving, setting aside the law of fair 
exchange, and this mokes him a 
thief. Physicians tell us that there 
are certain skin diseases in which 
th© “numbers # of parasites give the 
s nsation of bodily gratification, and 
the sufferer screams with hollow 
lulighter, occasioned by the writh¬ 
ing* of these* parasites upon the 
nerves." So the pleasures of gamb¬ 
ling are morbid, diseased. unnatural 
and destructive. Therefore the state 
>hould protect the gambler against 
himself. It punishes the would-be 
suicide and murderer, and it sh »uld 
punish the gentleman race promoters 
and bookmakers. What is morally 
wrong cannot be politically right. 

Bookmaking and gumbliirg ut the 
races represent an economic folly. 
Here we must listen to the judges of 
our /courts. These Jurists are quick 
to discern the relation between the 
race track and the destruction of 
our young men. They tell us that, 
our clerks and employes who begin 
with Letting on the races, bring up, 
sometiu.es within a few days or 
weeks, in the courts. What indus¬ 
trial waste is this? Think of what 
it means to have n hundred young 
men go wrong

T he average man produces $730 a 
year, representing a mechanism 
worth £13,000 that at 5 per cent 
brings in $750.

STATESMEN. 

One “Knight of the Lather" Ie 
Buried Jn Westminster 
Abbey. 

Anthony Brady, the pioneer of elec¬ 
tric lighting, who died recently, leav¬ 
ing behind him a fortune of over 
$35,000,000 laid the foundation of 
his wealth in a New York hotel bar¬ 
ber’s shop. Original and ambitious | 
in this business, us in all else he un-| 
dertook, ho furnished the place ela¬ 
borately, introduced all sorts of 
novelties in the way of scalp mas- ] 
sage, face "detersion," and so forth, 
and goon gained such fame that! 
Brady’s was the most fashionable! 
hair-dressing suloon in New York. 
Tncn, his reputation established, he 
put up his prices, charging one dol-! 
lar for an ordinary hair cut, and 
thirty-six cents for a shave, and sim¬ 
ply coined money. 

So lone ago as the reign of Loui9 
the Eleventh, a certain Oliver Daim 
set up a barber’s shop in Paris on a 
scale^nf magnificence that up till then 
had been undreamt of, and soon drew ! 
thither everybody who was anybody 
in the French capital. 

RAZOU FOR EACH DAY. 

Even the King himsolf condescended 
to become one of his regular clients; 
first stipulating, however, that he 
was to be shaved with a spocial gold- 
handled razor. The complaisant 
Daim laid in not one razor only, but ( 
865, one for each day in tho year, 
and on* each and every golden handle 
was the Royal cypher in brilliants. I 
So pleased was the vain king at this 
mark of respect that he made the 
wily barber one of his Privy Council-, 
lors, besides granting him a life pen¬ 
sion of about $6,000 per annum. 

But Daim’s head was not turned by 
his success. He personally attended 
to his hair-dressing saloon in the' 
mornings and evenings, devoting the, 
afternoon to affairs of State, and in 
a , few y&trs became enormously 
wealthy. 

At tho height of his prosperity ho 
is said to have employed no fewer 
than 400 assistants, all of gvhom 
wore suits of pure white raiment of 
tho finest texture. These were chang¬ 
ed thrice daily at a great cost; while 
the gold and sliver fittings and uten¬ 
sils of his seven establishments, were 
estimated to be worth $625,000. 

FORTUNE FROM SHAVES. 

Then there is the case of the late 
Sir Richard Arkwright, who laid 
the foundation of his enormous for¬ 
tune in a collar at Preston, where 1 
he shaved customers at a penny a 
time. Until ho started business the, 
regular charge had always been four 
cents, and the thirty Lancashire op¬ 
eratives were not slow in appreciat -1 
ing the reduction. Consequently he 
did an enormous business. 

His competitors in the place, fore¬ 
seeing ruin, were also compelled to 
lower their prices; whereupon Ark¬ 
wright promptly cut his charge for 
a shave to one cent, thereby contin¬ 
uing his monopoly, although, of 
course, greatly reducing his net 
gains. Indeed. It is somewhat diffi¬ 
cult to see how he managed to make 
any profit at all under the circum¬ 
stances. Yet that he did so is cer¬ 
tain; and he was not the only one.

HOME NURSING HINTS. 

Don’t go Into a tick room when 
heated and don’t ait between the 
patient and the fire, if there be one 
in the room, as the heat attracts 
any infectious vapor. 

A sore throat should never be neg¬ 
lected, especially in the time of epi¬ 
demics. A cleansing gargle is made 
by dissolving a heaped saltspoonful 
of salt and carbonate of soda. mixed 
in equal quantities, in half a tumb¬ 
lerful of water. 

When a patient is on light .diet it 
is well to remember that variety is 
pleasing. Even if the too€ must be 
the same, try to vary the cooking 
and arrangement of it. Let all food 
be well cooked and daintily served, 
and your fatlent will be more easily 
tempted to cat. 

When the voice goes from the ef¬ 
fects of a bad cold or much speaking, 
a pleasant and simple remedy i9 
made by beating up the white of an 
egg and adding to it the Juice of a 
lemon, and enough sugar to make it 
palatable. Take a spoanful from 
time to time. It will effect a speedy 
euro. 

Give due attention to the ventila¬ 
tion of tho room occupied hy your 
patient, so that the air is constantly 
changing, at the same time having 
a suitable temperature and no 
draught. In order to avoid noise 
wrap each piece of coal in paper and 
use a piece of wood as a poker. All 
medicines and articles of food should 
be kept on a small table outsdde tho 
bedroom door; milk and such-like 
goods should be covered over. Bed¬ 
ding should be well aired and 
changed frequently; sheets should be 
put on one ride of tho bedi under the 
patient, and slowly drawn to tho 
other side. Mattresses should, if 
possible, be used instead of feather 
beds, as they are more restful and 
lose likely to become lumg>y. Windows 
that are loose should be wedged, as 
a window rattling at night may dis¬ 
turb the patient; small wedges can 
be bought for this purpose. 

WRINKLES ABOUT RESTING. 

A professor of physical training 
gave some useful hints to ladies on 
tho subject of rest. According to 
hi9 precepts, attitude, if not every¬ 
thing, is at least an important fac¬ 
tor in securing needed rest and re¬ 
laxation. Backache and weariness 
may be relieved by settling oneself 
comfortably on cushions and reelin- 
ing with the feet elevated above the 
level of the head. The entire weight 
of the body must be supported by 
the cushions, aud every muscle re¬ 
laxed. The result. i9 said to bo very 
beneficial, five minutes’ rest in this 
position being equivalent to au 
hour’s repose in a more conventional 
posture. The pain and stiffness that 
come of working in constrained atti¬ 
tudes may be removed and the circu¬ 
lation greatly benefited by lying on 
cushions and clasiping the hands be¬ 
low the knees. By sleeping on the 
left side with the arm thrust under 
the left knee, or vice versa, weakness 
in the waist may be relieved. This 
i9 an excollent position to adopt in 
cases of insomnia. Where it i9 a 
question of recuperating the strength 
by a few minutes' repose, the au¬ 
thority declares that resting on the 
back with the feet propped up 
against tho wall will be found most 
affective.

INFANTILE DIETARY.

Don’t give acid milk. Don't use a 
tube in the nursing-bottle. Don't 
allow the bottle o'r nipple lf> be 
any other than aseptic. Don’t fail 
to sterilize milk early and then cool 
rapidly by running cold water. Don't 
forgvt ihe necessity of pure air. 
cleanliness, and proper clothing. 
Don't forget that the infant is u 
creature of habit, and can bo taught 
the proper frequency ami amount of 
food and the time for sleep. Don't 
produce colic by allowing ir ilk. to 
flow' too freely. Don't forgot that 
infants are sensitive to starches. 

TREATMENT OF MEASLES. 

It is a common mistake to count 
measles as'a trilling complaint iliut 
need not be noticed, ami few people 
realizn how many hundreds of young 
children die every year from it. h 
mothers would only remember that 
warmth is essential, und that every 
chiVxl with measles must he kept in 
bed, there would probably bo- few 
fiwtal cases. As it is. however, this 
simple precaution is neglected, and 
tho bronchitis ob inflammation of 
the lungs that supervenes is one tf 
the commonest causes of death. 

FOR LEAN WOMEN. 

The diet qf the lean person should 
consist of those foods that tend to 
produce fat. They nix? chiefly sugar 
and starches. A good dietary for 
tho lean person would be an abund¬ 
ance of fut meat, butter., milk, 
cocon, chocolate, bread, potatoes, 
beans, peas, cereals, especially oat¬ 
meal, tapioca, rice, and sago pud¬ 
ding. with sugar and cream, cake, 
sweets, honey, syrup, and sweet 
fruits. Avoid pickles, acid fruit, ami 
eat wry sparingly of green vege¬ 
tables.
